Hun- 
dreds of buildings displayed Mexican colors 
draped with black, and many Amerivan 
flags were at half mast. Thousands of per- 

sons lined the streets along the route of the 
provession to the cemetery of San Fernan-

Sharp, 
good, calculating farmers shou study the 
live stock de: woos = winter &. the 
good pa an 8 ry can feed, and 
give the aod the benefit of a fine dressing. 
Otherwise our Maine homes will become 
less inviting, and our farms non-paying. 
Less money and a fertile farm is most de- 
sirable. 


WooL. 

This product has now largely passed out 
of the producer's hands, and is now held by 
the speculator and manufacturer for wea! 
or woe. Prices do not advance and there 
is now a disposition on the part of those 
who were so anxious to own the entire clip. 
both West and East to unload, and as the 
woolen goods market does not respond to 
the rise paid for the raw material, prices 
have eased off 1 to 2 cents. There is so 
much fraud used in evading the duty on 
wool in shipping as raw material, yarn, and 
partly finished cloth, with no additional 
duty, thus sending to this country, cheap 
labor in disguise, all of these things tend to 
keep the price of our wool low and unsatis- 
factory to those who‘have put their money 
in on a venture. 

REMARKS. 

We think our cattle market will assume
